“The outlook for Canada financial- 
ly is good,” he said. ‘Canadian se- 
curities are everywhere looked upon 
as sowtnd, and I learned in New York 
that numbers of American investors 
will Gnvest more capital in Canada 
once this crisis is past. They ex- 
presa their belief in it as a steady 
country, financially, while its excel- 
lent natural resources and growing 
population would well justify their 
investment of capital here.” 

“Was there any financial depression 
appafent in Franc?” 

“Not in the least, France has never 
been more prosperous. It is, you 
know, one of the strongest countries 
in the world financially, and while 
¥rench investors, contrary to gen- 
eral opinion, are quits daring in their 
investments, they have a discernment 
or some quality that brings them out 
all right in the end. They carry prae- 
tically the whole debt of Spain, and 
Russia also owes immense sums to 
Fran¢e; but while thtir investments 
are world-wide the country never 
seems to be shaken by financial pan- 
ica im other places. There was the 
Panama affair, of course, but that 
was a national affair and of rare oc. 
currence,” 

Will Help the West, 

“How did conditions in New York 
appear to you?” 

“I noticed a marked improvement 
on my return. Things monetary are 
looking up there, and money is looser, 
The ¢risia certainly was felt more 
keenly in the United States than Can- 
ada, and on the whole this period of 
stringency will. only help the west. 
The smaller dealers will find it more 
conveniznt—and perhaps more pos- 
sible—to deal with western houses 
and get credit there. All this will 
tend eventually to the more speedy 
vpbuilding of the west.’ 

“What novelty had Paris to offer 
visitors when you were there?” 

Paris, the Wonderful. 

“Ah, Paris is always beautiful and 
full of novelties. Science and art. are 
making continual progress there, But 
one remarkable thing is the new dirg- 
ible balloon. There are five of these 
in Paris now, and their owners use 
them 40 run in and out to their shoot- 
ing boxes or to make short pleasure 
jaunts through France. It is not un- 
usual to s%e one floating in the upper 
airs as you walk along the streets c: 
Paris; and they vary their course eas- 
ily. They are practical machines, 
travelling at the rate of 30 miles an 
hoor, To alight their occupants must 
go to the balloon garage, of course. 
Another interesting bit of mechanism 
which I saw advertised and intended 
to look into was the nev motor-sleigh 
for motoring along snowy roads, That 
sounds as though it might bo useful 
in Alberta, I regret that I did not 
find time to get down to see them, but 
I intend s¢nding for further informa- 
tion.”

To Chicago University.—Total Bene- 
factions $23,809,661 .98, 


Chieago, Jan. 6—John D. Rockefel- 
ler yesterday poured more millions in- 
to the coffers of the University of Chi- 
cago. The oil king’s latest present to 
this university includes three separate 
sums amounting to $2,191,000, and 
raises the figure of his total benefac- 
tions to the university to $25,809,661.- 
98. : 
The gift was announced to the uni- 
versity officials in a letter from John 
D. Rockefeller, junr., to Martin A. 
Ryerson, president of the board of 
trustees, The chief item is $2,000,000 
in securities for endowment purposes, 
and another is $155,000, the amount of 
the deficit in the school budget for the 
next fiscal year. The remaining $36,- 
000 is for special expenses asked by 
the university authorities. oF

SPENDING WHEN WE SHOULD. 

It must be admitted that our Oppo 
sition friends are consistent in de 
manding that Government work be 
suspended because we have seen bet- 
ter times In this they are now 
preaching what they aforetime prac 
tised, Under their fiscal system there 
waa nothing to do but give up when 
things went against ue. In the most 
prosperous seasons we had to borrow 
money for our public works; in the 
less prosperous seasons there Was no- 
thing for it but to stop work or pay 
ruinous rates of interest; and as our 
interest bills were already burdensome 
we generally had to stop work, 

Under that system Government en- 
terprise was active when private en 
terprise was active, and when private 
enterprise was paralysed Government | 
enterprise was suspended, The Gov 
ernment was the competitor of | the 
commercial and industrial captain 
in the money market when — the 
money market was favorable, and in 
the labor market when the labor mar 
ket was unfavorable. When the mon- 
ey market was favorable the Govern 
ment invaded it, captured the money 
needed by the business interests ol 
the country, and by ite borrowing 
for od up the interest demanded on 
loans, This money it employed in 
hiring men away from industry and 
commerce at a time when industry 
and commerce needed them But 
when the money market was unfavor- 
able, the Government had no money 
to spend; and when industrial and 
commercial conditions threw men out 
of employment, the Government had 
no employment to offer them, 

The weakness of that system was 
that it made the Government subject 
to the same power as largely governs 
the conditions of industry and trade 
-the willingness of the man who has 
money to lend it When the trader 
and the factory owner could borrow 
money in plenty, the Government had 
ample funds; when the merchant and 
the manufacturer could not secure 
funds the Government was as hard 
pinched as they were. Thus the com- 
mercial canditions of the country were 
reflected in the activity or inactivity 
of Government enterprise. When th: | 
country was prosperous, the Govern- 
ment hired men away from productive | ,, 
occupations to do work that could be 
as well done, and more cheaply done, 
at other times; and when the country 
was not prosperous the Government 
could do nothing for its relief. When 
men had work, the Government had 
work to offer them; when they had no 
work the Government could not pro 
vide work for them, When wages 
were good, the Government squander- 
ed money diverting industry from 
business; when thousands could not 
secure wages good or bad the Gov- 
ernment had no money with which to 
pay wages 

The results of this system are easily 
understood and should have been 
foreseen. Our public works were con- 
structed when wages were high and 
materials expensive, and when private 
enterprise needed both the moterials 
and the workers; they therefore cost 
us far more than they should havi 
cost and retarded the country’s devel 
opment by diverting labor to unpro- 
ductive employment when productive 
employment needed all the labor 
available, Worse still, by spending 
public money when it produced the 
least results, and was the least need 
ed, we had none to spend when it 
would have produced better results, 
and when it was sorely needed 

The so-called national policy dis- 
regarded absolutely the idea of using 
Government works as: a counter-bal 
ancing factor in industrial conditions, 
Properly managed such works may be 
made to provide employement when 
other employment is scarce, and to 
detract as few men as possible from 
productive employment when this de- 
mands them and is capable of paying 
them. To accomplish this, Govern- 
ment enterprises must be prosecuted 
when private enterprises are not suf 
ficient to give employment to all the 
workers, and must be suspended when 
private employers need all the work- 
ers available. By such management 
Government work may be kept from 
interfering with the country’s develop 
ment when conditions permit of de. 
velopment, and may be made the 
means of tiding over industrial de- 
pressions with mutual benefit to the 
country, the employers and the work- 
men.

CANADA TO SUPPLY TIMBER TO 
THE WORLD. 


The general increase in the price of 
| wood for the past few years *has had 
| the effect of turning public attention 
to the timber supply in general. To 
many, the increase in prices is suf- 
ficiently explained by saying that 
there is a combine among lumber pro- 
ducers and manufacturers, But, in- 
dependent of the possible existence of 
any combine, a deeper cause under- 
lies the increase in prices, and the 
cause lies in this, that timber is be- 
coming harder and harder for the 
manutacturer to get. Greater and 
greater economy and use of materials 
iormerly considered as waste is being 
introduced into the manufacture of 
wood, but in spite of it all the price 
of logs is going up, owing to higher 
wages that have to be paid, greater 
distances the logs have to be brought 
and many other reasons. 

Not in America alone is the seare- 
ity of timber being felt; it has become 
a world-wide question, Only seven 
countries in the world are now in a 
position to export timber. In Europe 
there are five, namely, Austro-Hun- 
gary, Norway, Sweden, Finland and 
Russia; in America there are two, 
namely, Canada and the United 
States. But Russia, AustroHungary 
and the United States are increasing 
their population and developing their 
industries so fast that they cannot 
long continue to be exporting coun- 


tries. The timber of Norway is'threat- 
ened with execs-ive cutting. Ger- 
many, where the practice of forestry 


has been brought to the greatest per- 
fection, has never been able. to sup- 
ply home demands, and is a heavy 
lmporter, 

Canada, Sweden and Finland are 
left, and their supply is hopelessly de- 


ficient for the world, If Canada were 
to attempt to supply the United 
States alone, its entire timber area 


would be cut off and denuded in the 
course of a very few years—probadly 
less than a decade 
Various estimates of Canada’s for- 
est land have been given. Eight hun- 
dred million acres was a few 
ago accepted as pretty near the truth;

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF 
THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA. 


Extracts From the Rules Relating to 
Private Bills. 

f2.—All applications for Private Bills, 
properly the subject of legislation — by 
the Legislative Assembly of Alberta, 
within the purview of “Lhe British 
North America Act, 1867," whether for 
the erection of a bridge, the making of 
a railroad, tramway, turnpike road, tele- 
graph or telephone line, the construction 
or improvement of a harbour, canal, 
lock, dam, slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of ferry; the incor- 
poration of any particular trade, or call- 
ing, or of any joint stock company; or 
otherwise for granting to any indiv:dual 
or individuals, any exclusive or peculiar 
nights or privileges whatever, or for 
doing any matter or thing, which in its 
operation would affect the rights or pro- 
perty of other parties, or relate to any 
particular class of the community; of 
for making any amendment of a like na- 
ture to any former Act, shall require a 
notice clearly and distinctly specifying 
the nature and object of the application, 
and where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the 
location of the work, and signed by or 
on behalt of the applicants, such notice 
to be published, during two months be- 
tween the Close of sae next preceding 
Session and the time of the consilera- 
tion of the petiticn, in four issues of 
“The Alberta Gazette,” and of one other 
newspaper, ptthlished in English; and 
within two weeks from the first appear- 
ance of such notice in “The Alberta Gaz- 
ette”’ two copies of the said Bill, with a 
receipt from the #rovincial Treasurer 
for the sum of one hundred dollars, 1f 
the said Bill does not exceed ten pages, 
and ten dollars additional for each page 
over that number, and for the purposes 
of this Rule 450 words shall be held to 
constitute a page and also in the case 
of a bill incorporating a company, a re 
ceipt from thé Registrar of Joint Stock 
Companies for such sum as would be 
payable by the applicant or applicants 
for the incorporation of a company with 
a similar capitalization to the capitali- 
zation of the company sought to be in- 
corporated by such bill, shall bo placed 
by the applicant in the hands of the 
Clerk of the Hous, whose duty it shall 
be to get the said Bill printed forthwith, 
Copies of the newspapers containing the 
first and last insertion of such notice 
shall be sent by the parties inserting 
such notice to the Clerk of the House, to 
be filed amongst the records of the Com- 
mittee on Standing Orders,

WITH THE 


IMPROVEMENT OF PRIZE LISTS. 


In his address before the agricultur- 
al Societies’ convention at Regina re- 
cently, George Harcourt, B.S,A., De- 
puty Minister of Agriculture for Al- 
berta, delivered an address on ‘The 
Improvement of the Prize List.” The 
address hes had the effect of stirring 
up the exhibitors at the fall fairs, and 
the men controlling the fairs. The 
address waa made the subject of Edi 
torial comment in the Regina Leader. 
The text of the addtess atid the edi. 
torial comment are reproduced in full, 

The subject implies that the average 
prize lista in use at our local fairs ia 
not perfeet in that it needs improve- 
ment, The question then arises where- 
in it does need to be improved, and 
how shall improvement be made? In 
order to better understand the situa- 
tion let us analyze it a little, In the 
first place the object in offering prizes 
should be to encourage the production 
of an improved class of stock, grain, 
vegetables, or other farm product, 


This was the original intention, I take | 


it, and is the only ground on which 
a government is justified in giving aid 
to agricultural fairs. Viewed from 
this standpoint we must admit that 
much of the money given away for 
annual faire is wasted, In fact, one 
former Minister of Agriculture in the 
West told nap that there was no money 
he grudged toopive more than that 
which went to the agricultural socie- 
ties because there was absolutely no 
return for it. The prize list and meth 
od of conducting the average fair are 
out of touch with the real situation 
and consequently useless—in fact, ob 
solete. One critic has said: ‘ The 
average fair is an expensive burlesque 
to divide a little government money 
among a few people.”” I think that 
criticism comes very near the mark 
for some fairs, a6 they have lost very 
largely any educational value they 
once had, 

Why is this? To my personal know. 
halge there haa been absolutely no 
material change in the live stock 
classification of the average prize list 
in the last quarter of a century. I 
think we are safe in adding another 
twenty-five years to it. One instance 
will suffice. The average classifica- 
tion for bulls runs as follows: 

Bull, three years old and over; 

Bull, two years old and under three; 

Bull one year old and under two; 

Bull calf, 

This is time-worn, but I don’t know 
how you can improve it unless you 
cut it out altogether. Hali a century 
or more ago when this classification 
wae devised there were not as many 
pure-bred herds throughout the coun- 
try as there are now, and there was 
need to encourage the breeding and 
feeding of improved stock, Now no 
good farmer uses a grade male. Pure 
Dred studs, herds and flocks of all 
leading reeds are widely disseminat- 
ed, and the idea has been firmly plant 
ed that the improved breeds are the 
best and nearly everyone is using 
them. Why then, offer prizes to the 
breeder of improved stock in the 
ueighborhood of any fair when it is to 
the interest of that breeder to have his 
stock out for show in the very best 
condition possible? To offer him mou- 
ey to do what he ought to do in his 
own interests is not good business, I 
the breeder is a director and thus in- 
terested in framing the. prize. bat 
which provides prizes for his special 
breed he should be charged with graft 
—he would be if he were in munici 
pal politics. In iact, we have had 
fifty years of advancement—improve- 
ment along all lines of agricultural 
work and the prize list has stood still 
It is obsolete--out of touch with the 
great progress that has been made 
during the last two decades, and even 
the last decade, While I admit that 
there ia no way so effective in demon. 
strating the superior qualities of an 
animal (and the ability of his owner 
us a breeder and feeder) as to bring 
him out in fine show eondition, yet I 
contend it is out of place to offer a 
prize for this at the loeal fair. It has 
lost its educational influence and we 
want something new. Aé& in politics 
we want to ery: “It’s time for a 
change,” and yell it loud and Jong 
throughout the land, Let us get up 
to date and make the annual fair an 
educational event as it was originally 
intended it should be. A step in ad- 
vance all along the line is wanted, 
Something new to attain to—highe: 
ideals in accordance with present day 
truths and progress, 

It is easier to criticise than to sug- 
gest improvement, because improve 
ment in this gase can only be brought 
about by agitation and education 
along new lines. At present the fram. 
ing of a prize list is a thankless tack 
and any upsetting of present plans 
must be gone about in a careful way 
or those whé haye been in the habit 
of receiving @ishare of the spoils will 
lead opposition that may upset every- 
thing. It is strangey you know, how 
we cling to habits and customs of our 
forefathars. In first place, it is 
necessary for Wirectors to thor- 
oughly understand local nerds and 
then decide how best the fair can be 
nade to help by educational methods 
to bring about a fulfilment of these 
needs 

The following suggestions along the 
various lines of work may be helpful, 

Live Stock—At most fairs all przes 
for pure bred animals can be cut out 
Leave thia to the big fairs. It is no 
longer necessery to demonstrate the 
superiority of these breeds. We are 
past that etage now and it is a busi- 
ness proposition which should stéancd 
on its own merits, The survival of 
the fittest in this case can be fought 
out at the big shows. The owners of 
this class of stock might, however, be 
given free entrance to the grounds, if 
thought advisable, so the people can 
compare animals and make a selec 
tion, 

Prizes might be continued in the 
grade classes as at present because we 
have frequently seen these clarses 
much superior to the pure-bred ones. 
Here is where the educational effect 
will be noticed. In no case would I

allow an animal that has won a prize 
in one class to show again in the same 
class next year. I do not mean to 
debar a yearling showing as a two. 
year-old the next season, This would 
I think, encourage new exhibitors v0 
come out because it would be known 
that no excellent animal would — be 
thefe to scoop the prize year after 
rear. 1 would also have classes for 
exhibitora that have never shown an 
animal before of that had never won 
a prize, ; 

Ry having fewer classes and only 
grade animals the judges could pup. 
plement the work of the stock-judging 
schools by taking time to explain fully 
the reasons Whiy -they place the>ani- 
mals as they do without injuring the 
value of the animals, The judging 
would thus be a kind of stock-judging 
chool and a practical demonetration 

Competitions in practical judging ot 
classes of stock might be opened for 
men, young men and boys, This would 
supplement the work of the stock 
judging echoola. In this way if the 
judges followed, giving their placing 
and reasons, the greatest educational 
benefits would be derived. 

I would cut out herd prizes and all 
sections that tended to duplicate, 

T would cut out all prizes for grade 
males. All stallions should be «n- 
rolled under the Horse Breeders’ ord- 
nance before they van win a prize, 

Owners of sires might be encouraged 
to give epeecial prizes for the get of 
their respective animals, 

Cut out the general purpose closs in 
horses and insert a miscellaneous 
‘lass with power to the judge to place 
he animals in their proper class. This 
suggeste a good prize for those; who 
have attended the  stock-judging 
schools, that is a motley class of hor 
‘8, one containing all class of typea 
which the contestants must sort out 
ind classify according to type. 

Classea should be arranged \aceord 
og to type rather than weight, mak- 
ug two divisions where nec®ssary in 

ne class according to weight. There 
s+ good work to be done by such a 
convention as the present one in do- 
ining more clearly the type of many 
lasses, 

In the live stock classes, the effort 
should be made to understand — the 
needs of the district and to frame 
he prize list accordingly. Encourage 
those classes for which the locality 
is suited. Eeconomize in those items 
Which are non-essential and eneour- 
ige the essential ones. 

Poultry Classes—The time at which 
the average fair is held is not faver- 
able to bringing out a fine exhibit. 
The summer fairs come at an off # a- 
son fox the older. birds and: just a 
little too soon for the young ones. 
Therefore prizes should be reduced for 
the older birds and an effort made to 
encourag: the early hatehing ond de- 
velopment of the young chicks. This 
haa a double lessen, it brines the 
chicks on the market early and pro 
vides winter layers. 

The utility breeds should be en- 
couraged if them is to be the de- 
velopment along the lines of supp!y- 
ing the market for dressed fow]. Don't 
be tempted to give a prize for all the 
breeds repr sented in the district. 

Special effort, should be made to 
bring out good ‘entries Of  dreeeed 
poultry at the fall fairs. Prizes micht 
be offered for crate fattened poultry 
and d monstrations made of the meth- 
ods of iattening by the erate system, 
as well as the proper methods of kil- 
ling, plucking and preparing for mar. 
ket. Why ahouldn’t the society spend 
some money on this line of work? It 
ix educational and will do the com- 
munity more good than the ¢am 
money thrown away in a useless 
prize, Plucking contests would be in- 
structive as well as amusing. 

More attention should be given to 
prizes for eggs, both aceording to 
color and size. An educational ox- 
hibit might b> made of eggs classified 
according to market requirements. 

Grains and Graseses—For a country 
growing so large an amount of grain, 
the clagsification is unsatisfactory 
and the amount of money out oi pro- 
portion to the importance of the sub- 
ject. The sections should be develop- 
ed in accordance: to the district. The 
idea suggested in connection with the 
live stock classes could be used here, 
that is, prizes for those whe had never 
won before, the idea being to interest 
those who have not been. interested 
before. Note should be taken of all 
attempts to introduce new varieties, 
or to develop early maturing varieties, 
The usual way of deseribing grain 
is as short as possible—two bushels of 
pring wheat, ete. Don’t be alraid to 
us? printers’ ink. If a littl more 
specification were added of what is 
wanted, it would improve the prize 
list and assist the judges as well. 
Prizes should be offered for a greuter 
variety of sheaves of grain and gras- 
ses, but the size of the sheaf should 
be specified together with other hints 
about putting up the sheaves. This 
would tend to greater uniformity in 
the ewhibit. Special encouragement 
should be given to bring out exhibits 
of home grown seed of alfalfa and oth- 
er clovers and new varieties -of gras- 
ses, It is from this souree that we 
are going to get a start along these 
lines. All grain and grass sed 
should be shown in clean sacks of the 
rame make—even if it is necessary ior 
the society to supply them. 

Vegetables—Everyone knows — the 
country is famoue for its v goélables: 
At the summer shows it is Hard to 
get gut any kind of an exhibit; then 
why pot encourage the. growing of 
Mthem in hotbeds or eold ff a? At 
the fall fairs more should by fone to 
bring out the eseantials requitad in a 

Vogetable of the various “kinds: 

ow ‘oiten one style of vegetable wins 

a prize one year, and another another 
year, Education ia wanted. 

More attention should be paid to 
flowers. Prizes should be offered for 
individual plants, because many peo- 
ple have good single plants that can- 
not make a collection of three or six. 

Fruit eulture should be encouraged 
because all the small fruits do well 
There is yet much to leam; but if 
more of it were grown it would greatly 
improve the average farm home and it 
is thersiore worthy of encouragement. 

The Ladies’ Interest—I heave pur- 
posely left this to the last, because, 


farmer's standpoint, yet where would 
the fair be if it wen» not for the ladies? 
They have a part in this work that 
must be recognized; that must be en- 
couraged, and that must be developed 
tn every way possible, Preserving 
fruit, baking, faney work, and all util- 
ity work must be encouraged along 
progressive lines. Cooking demons- 
trations, and even contests of this na- 
ture would interest, Butter-making 
commpetitiona would also interest. 


This article would be incomplete 


without some referener to sports; but 
as the subject is to be discussed in 
another paper I will pass it with a 
few words. The sporta need not ‘be 
expensive; but need to ‘be original. 
A horse race confined to farmers’#ons 
and to horaes never in @ race before, 
will makes 9s good sport aa # profes- 
sional race. Harnessing and -unharn- 
essing races, potato racesvand things 
of that sort are just ae good fs Inore 
expensive affalrs. 

The prize lists should: be. hand- 
books of -information, Where ‘new 
lasses are introduced the | object 
sought should be defined and some 
hints given about preparing exhibits 
and what is expected will be brought 
mut. Our prize lista are too oiten short 
in their descriptive matter in many 
TASsOS, 

The farmers are hungry for infor- 
mation, and there is @ great oppor- 
tunity for societies to supply this in- 
formation. The indifference so ap- 
parent is becavse of the lack of any 
educational value in the annual fair 
aside from the holiday aspect, I have 
tried to point out that the conditions 
have changed, and that the prize list 
and general method of operating & 
fair are out of touch with present day 
conditions; are, in fact, obsolete, Let 
us revise these things, and bring them 
up to date, Let us put first things 
first, and make the fair the success- 
ful influence it should be.

The meeting was an important one. 
The work was not merely of a routine 
character, It embraced questions of 
considerable size. 1t was a business. 
like meeting and was well conducted 
by Mayor McDougall. He directed 
the consideration ofthe business with 
the skill of a much more experienced 
es, administrator. His in- 
augural address intimated in a general 
way the policy of the council during 
the present year. It was a model of 
lucidity. The Mayor was responsible 
for eleciting the first definite statement 
ot the city’s financial standing in re 
lation to its bankers, given to the 
public within a year. 4 

The Mayor's Inaugural. 

The proceedings were opened by the 
inaugural address of the Mayor. 

“We are gathered here tonight,” he 
said, “to assume and take over the 
manageinent of the affairs of the city 
for the present year: we have been 
honored by the ratepayers of Edinon- 
ton in having been selected to carry 
on this work—we now have the conti- 
dence of the people and I hope that 
our management of the city’s business 
and the efforts which we shall put 
forth, endeavoring to further advance 
the interests of the city, will meet 
with such approval as shall enable us 
to retain that confidence throughout 
the year. \ 

“We have assumed a grave responsi- 
bility and I hope that you fully ° re- 
alize the importance of the duties de- 
volving upon us, and will ever bear in 
mind the fact that public office is a 
public trust, and that you will at 
all times give every matter that comes 
before you in your official capacity 
your very best attention and — most 
careful consideration, endeavoring in 
every instance to do what, in you 
judgment, is for the best interest. of 
the city. 

“For some little time I know the 
work will be somewhat strange » and 
ulifamiliar to us, but I hope that you 
will endeavor, as soon as possible, to 
make yourselves thoroughly acquaint 
ed with the city charter, as well’ as 
wRh every department of the city’s 
‘ gffaire—by frequent personal visits 
and inspections, By thus familiariz- 
ing yourselves with the charter: and 
the city’s several undertakings and 
works, your opinion and advice will be 
doubly valuable. 

“I understand that copies of the 
charter—as amended to date—are be- 
ing printed, and as soon as they are | 
shall see that each member of the 
council is supplied with one. 

A Leavening Trio. 

“We have reason to congratulate 
ourselves in having three members of 
the old council sitting with us this 
year as their past dxperience and ad- 
vice should prove valuable to us in 
our deliberations. r y : 

“You, gentlemen, are the legislative 
body and the commissioners are your 
servants, prepared at all times to carry 
out your instructions and, report pto- 
gress to you from time to time, as 
well as to submit recommendatiops 
which they—on account of their being 
in closer touch with the city’s affairs 
—may deem advisable, but as you 
share the responsibility of the work 
done by the commissioners, it is your 
duty to satisfy yourselves that their 
work is well done. I am confident 
that the commissioners will apprec!- 
ate and will not resent your visits of 
enquiry and inspection. 

Amendments to Charter. ‘ 

“T understand that the past council 
have given notice that some amend- 
ments to the city charter would be 
asked for at the coming session of the 
legislature. These amendments will, 
no doubt, be submitted to you for your 
endorsation. There may be other 
amendments found desirable, which it 
will be your duty to attend to at the 
eatliest possible moment, as the legis- 
lature sits on the 16th inst., and as 
notice of further amendments must be 
given, there is no time to be lost. 

“The charter says ‘that the commis- 
sioners of the city shall annuatly sub- 
mit to the council at its first meeting 
after the annual election, recommen- 
dations and estimates for expendi- 
tures, which in their opinion should 
be made by the city during the cyr- 
rent yeer. It has been found impo» 
sible to do this in the past, and it can- 
not be done at this meeting. It will, 
however, be done as soon as possible. 

“On account of the large amount of 
money received and pai out by the 
city and with the view and desir- 
ability of keeping the books of the 
several departinents audited up to 
date, 1 am convince} that the time has 
arrived when the city should have 4 
permanant auditor, 

To Investigate Book-keeping. 

“T intend to look carefully into the 
manner in which the different utilities 
of the city are managed and how the 
books are kept, with the view of separ- 
ating them more distinctly, if possible, 
#0 that the best results can be obtain 
ed, and I wil! endeavor to have them 
so conducted tnat @ statement from 
each or any of the revenue producing 
utilities can be submitted to you at 
the beginning of any month, showing 
exucily what is being done. 

“) am satisfied that it would be in 
the best interests of the city, if in 
future all important works, as well 
as the purchase of a large portion of

present time some businesses are 
licensed and some are taxed. It might 
be found advisable to look into this 
matter at an early date, and if any 
considered desirable _ it

roll must be completed by the 33th 
day of April in each year. 

“In future elections there should be 
at least four polling divisions in the 
city, and this matter should be looked 
into .and decided upon by you. 

“It is to be hoped that some satis- 
factory arrangement ean be arrived nt, 
at an early date, with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Oompany regarding 
their entrance into the eity. 

As to Public Works, 

‘Regarding the public works to be 
carried on by the city this year, it is 
not likely that any new undertakings 
of any magnitude will he entered into, 
It will probably be found that there 
will be quite enough to do, consider- 
ing the state of the money market, to 
carry to completion the works begun 
and the contracts entered into by last 
year’s council, such as the extension 
of the electric light and power plant 
and the waterworks system, incinera- 
tor, sewerage on McDonald's Flats, 
septic tanks, street paving, the com- 
pletion of the, telephone system , and 
possibly a market building. 

“Unless money gets cheaper and 
more plentiful it is not likely that 
much will be done this year in con- 
nection with the building of the street 
railway, other than laying the = rails 
that have been purchased, as the, pav- 
ing of the streets progresses. 

“One of the first thinge that you 
will have to attend to will be to pasa 
the necessary money by-laws and ‘sub- 
mit some of them to the burgesses for 
their: approval; for raisin je $850,- 
000.00, being: the estimated amount re- 
quired to pay off the obligations of the 
city in connection with the work done, 
the supplies purchased .and for, the 
purpose of carrying to completion the 
obligations entered into by last year’s 
council, J 

Offer for Debentures, 


“There has already been one de- 
finite and very good offer of 9% Ye. 
ceived for the purchase of £50,000 
worth of the proposed issue, of deben- 
tures, bearing, interest at 5 per cent. 
This offer was coupled, with a request 
for an option at the same price for the 
balance till the 30th April, and if the 
option’ was taken up the city would 
be out the interest during the tenure 
of the’option, The offer was made on 
the condition that no further issue 
would be placed on the market for nine 
months. Two other enquiries from 
responsible .London brokers have also 
been received, both of whom are pre- 
pared to ake an offer for the whole 
issue as 800n as they can get the 
particulars of the . proposed issue. 
The offer that was received was con- 
sidered at an informal meeting of the 
old eduncil, ut’which I "was present, 
and it was not considered advisable 
to accept it on-account of the condi- 
tions attached. 

“*T was informed by the finance com- 
missioner that, they had not yet been 
able ‘to complete the caleyjations of 
the different amounts req d for the 
several issues, and as some of the 
by-laws had yet to be submitted to the 
burgesses for the endorsation, they 
would probably not be ready to de- 
liver the debentures before the middle 
of February. It is not likely that if 
a sale were effected that the city 
could get the money before the deben- 
tures were finally passed and printed 
and ready for delivery, 

“It is, however, very gratifying to 
know that the prospects look so favor- 
able for the sale of our debentures and 
at a fairly satisfactory price. It cer- 
tainly speaks well for Edmonton and 
stiows beyond doubt that we are be- 
coming favorably known abroad, that 
our credit is looked upon as good by 
the leading financiers in the great 
money centre of the world, and shows 
a contidence in the future of Edmon- 
ton which confirms the opinions of 
our own people and should be exceed- 
ingly gratifying to our citizens, 

“We, however, must not jeopardize 
our creat by drawing too heavily up- 
on it. 

" Council a Strong One, 

“Tu conclusion, let me say that you 
are looked upon as a strong council, 
4s men capable in every respect to 
satisfactory handle the affairs of the 
eity and all matters that may come 
before you during the year. The best 
of results, therefore, are expected {rom 
your administration, and I look  for- 
ward with the utmost confidence and 
feel certain that the duties with which 
you have been entrusted will be dealt 
with by you faithfully, impariially 
and to the best af your ability, with 
an eye singly to the best interesis of 
our city. 

“T hope that our relations with each 
other during the year will be of the 
most cordial kind. I shall at all 
time be glad to consult with you on 
matters pertaining to the welfare of 
the city, and I shall expeet valuable 
assistance and advice from you, which 
will greatly help me to, satisfactorily 
fulfil my responsible duties,” 

Suspended Regular Order, 
To permit of the striking of the 
standing committees, the regular or- 
der of business was suspended. After 
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the mayor's address was debivered [ 


and the minutes of the final meeting | 
of the 1907 council were read, 
council then resolved itself into com- 
mittee of the whole. 

Hie Worship, in introducing the 
subject of the standing committees of- 
fered for consideration a proposal to 
establish a new standing committee, 
a general committee, a committee to 
which mattera of general interest 
should be referred, 

Alderman Gariepy suggested that a 
standing committee on public works 
should be a to the other perman- 
ent committees. This. was advisable 
in order to obviate the necessity of 
referring mattera to the commission- 
era to secure data. He suggested also 
that this year the finance committee 
should be an active committee, In 
former years the financial work of the 
city devolved entirely upon the com. 
missioners, It waa ‘neither fair to 
the council nor to the commissioners 
that the responsibility of financing the 
city should be placed on the shoulders 
of the commissioners. He further ad- 
vised that three atanding committeca 
of last year, namely, the new indus- 
tries, trade and commerce and rail- 
way and transportation committees 
should be combined, the committee to 
be known as the railways and com- 
merce committee, He pointed out 
that under the charter provision was 
made for a standing committee on 
assessinent, a committee that was non 
est last year. This committee was one 
under whose supervision the work of 
the assessor was conducted. 

He moved that there be six stand- 
ing committees, finance, public works, 
by-laws, assessment, general and raii- 
ways and commérce; that each com- 
mittee be composed of three members, 
and that the mayor select the mem- 
bers, 

Personne! of Committees. 

This the mayor proceeded to do and 
as a result of his deliberations he an- 
nounced the personnel of the commit 
tees as follows: 

Finance—Ald. Bellamy, chairman; 
Aldermen McInnis, Lee and Gariepy. 

Public works—Ald, Manson, chair- 
man; Aldermen Anderson, Fraser and 
McInnis. 

Bylawe—Ald. Gariepy, chairman; 
Aldermen Manson, Bellamy and Arm- 
strang. * 

Assessmeni—Ald, MelInnis, ehair- 
man; Aldermen Armstrong, Bellamy 
and Lee. 

* Special—Ald, Armstrong, chairman; 
Aldermen Anderson, Manson and Fra- 
ser, 

Railways and commerce—Ald. Lee, 
chairman; Aldermen Gariepy, Arm- 
strong and Fraser, 

The committee rose and adopted the 
committees as named by the mayor. 
Must Go First to Council. 

Alderman Gariepy relieved “himself 
of another idea. Last year the matter 
of giving out information to the press 
in advance of its submission to the 
council was left to the discretion of 
the mayor, He believed this had not 
worked out well, and he suggested 
that the reports of the commissioners 
should. not be issued to the press /be- 
fore being submitted to council. Thi¥ 
idea. seemed to meet with general 
favor. : 

Owe School Board $50,000. 

It was in connection with a’ com- 
munication from Boyle & Parlee, soli- 
citor for the publie school board, th 
a statement of the city’s standing with 
the bank was obtained, The solicitors 
for the board wrote formally demand- 
ing that the amount due to the board 
frony the city raised by school ‘taxes 
be immediately paid, 

“What explanation is there for this 
not having been paid?” the mayor 
asked Commissioner Kinnaird. 

Commissioner Kinnaird explained 
that the demand of the public school 
board had not been met by reason of 
the fact that some $90,000 taxes re- 
mained unpaid at the end of the year. 
He -«tated the demand would be paid 
when the city secured a loan of $75,000 
from the Imperial Bank, which had 
already been arranged, 

“How much do we owe the school 
board?” asked the mayor. 

Originally $50,000. to the public 
school board and $5,750 to the separ- 
ate school board, part of both of which 
have been paid,”’ replied the commis- 
sioner, 

“What do we now owe the bank?” 

Two hundred thousand dollars. We 
have arranged to borrow $255,000 more 
from the bank, $75,000 immediately 
on the’ security of unpaid taxes, and 
$180,000 on the strength of next year’s 
taxes, which amount may be used 
from time’to time during the year,” 

The letter from the school board 
was fyled on the understanding that 
the amount due should be immediate 
ty paid. 

Will Cost City $35,500. 

A letter from Wm. Whyte, vice-pre- 
sident and general manager of the 
C.P.R,, placed the prospect of secur- 
ing a traffic deck on the high level 
bridge to be constructed over the Sas- 
katchewan in a more favorable light. 
This was the letter. 

“With respect to traffic attachment 
to our railway bridge at Edmonton, J] 
have heard from Mr, Drinkwater, who 
has had several interviews at Ottawa 
with the Minister o1 the Interior and 
Dr. MeIntyre on this matter, and | 
believe that the best that the govern- 
ment will likely: do will be to assist to 
the extent of 15 per cént., but they 
do this looking at it as a railway 
structure only, 

“The bridge, with the attachment, 
if I remember rightly, was to amount 
to something like $1,000,000. Deduct 
ing the cost of this traffic attachment, 
which would be in the neighborhood 
of $270,000, would leave the cost of the 
railway structure $730,000, 15 per cent. 
upon which would be $109,500. The 
Government of Alberta to give $100,. 
000 would leave $60,500 to be countri- 
buted by the municipalities of Edmon- 
ton and Strathcona, It is imperative 
thai this matter should be decided at 
once, as we may ner? to go on with 
the work either 48 a railway bridge or 
with the traffie attachment at any 
time.” 

The communication was referred to 
the committee on railwaye and com- 
merce, with instructions to interview 
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representatives of the Strathcona city 
council and to report on the question, 
It was stated that Strathcona city 
council was preparing to aubmit a by- 
law to raise $25,000 toward ‘the eree 
tion of the traffic deck of the bridge. 
This would leave $36,500 for the city 
of Edmonton to provide.

City Solicitor Bown advised that if 
anyone was responsible tor the ac:

“Do you personally certify to the 
orrectness of each individual ac- 
count?” asked the mayor of Ald. 
Manson,

“That means the council: has no tad 
m the accounts?’ 

“Practically.” 

Ald, Munson then suggested an im- 
vrovement on the présent method of 
massing accounts. He advised that 
he finanee committee inform itseli 
lefinitely as to the correctnéss of each 
vwecount before submitting it to coun- 
il. In this way the council would 
rot be dependent on the heads of the 
lepartment.

Weighing of Coal. 

Ald, Gariepy introduced the ques- 
fon of compelling coal dealers to 
veigh all coal on the city scales before 
lelivering to purchasers. He advis- 
d that this matter be considered at 
yonece and moved to refer it to the 
committee on bylaws and special leg- 
slation for rm port and with instruc- 
ioons to bring down. a bylaw making 
he official weighing: of coal compul- 
ory,

A bylaw authorizing the borro P 
{ $255,000 irom the Imperial banky at 
} per cent, per’annum, for current 
oxpenditures during the present fin- 
incial year, 

A Promise Fulfilled, 

The mayor's pre-election promise to 
lave a permanent city auditor ap- 
»ointed was introduced and the de- 
‘ision reached to make the appoint- 
nent, Applications for the position 
will be called for at once. Ald, Gar- 
iepy introduced the subject. The 
nayor reiterated the opinion he ex- 
bressed during his campaign that a 
pirmanent auditor was essential, 

“Tt is very important,’ said Ald, 
Armstrong, “that a concise and com 
ete audit of the. city’s finances be 
presented to "the people of the city 
it the earliest possible moment.”” 

Ald. Bellamy intreduced. the ques- 
tion of securing an amendment to 
the city’s charter to provide for ten- 
ints’ franchisé. This amermdment'will 
be secured at the same time as aimn- 
ondments granting the city a radial 
railway charter, and power to fix the 
assessment of manufacturers are ap- 
plied for before the legisldture. Ald. 
Gariepy drew the council's attention 
to the fact that the logs of the case 
brought against the city by Secord & 
York, on the smallpox quarantine, 
necessitated an amendment to the 
Health act to obviate the possibility 
of the city being again muleted with 
costs in such an action. 

In reference to the fixing of assess- 
ment of manufacturers, Ald, Gariepy 
noved this question to the new com- 
mittee on ylaws. Ald. Melnnis, 
speaking to this motion, said he con- 
sidered manufacturers who Were em- 
ployers of labor, should not be com- 
pelled to pay on an inflated assess- 
ment of property. He favored fixing 
the assessment for ten years, 

The regular meeting of couneil was 
set down for Tuesday vvening of each 
week, and at the suggestion of the 
mayor it was decided the council 
should mett each Moonday evening 
in committee, when the various com- 
mittees to whom matters have been 
referred, may discuss them and pre- 
pare their reports. This idea appeal- 
ed to both old and new members, lt 
will have thé effect of keeping th 
business of the council right up to 
date.

Sir,—With fofeféence to the letter of 
Mr. Grierson, the city weighmaster, 
and to your press notice of the letter 
in The Bulletin of the 6th inet., we 
would draw your attention to the fact 
that you, doubtless unintentionally, 
Must -have conveyed a very wrong 
impression to the public as to the 
method of weighing coal delivered in 
the city by the loon) dealers, with re 
spect to Grierson’s letter and to your 
article onthe subject. 

With your permission, we will pro- 
ceed to mnke a statement of the condi- 
tions appertaining to the matter, with 
a view to correcting in the minds of 
the public any misapprehension that 
may have arisen, 

Tn the first place, it should be borne 
in mind that the thing that led up 
to the diseussion about weights of conl 
was the fact that the representative 
of a certaii coal firm in the city has 
been arrested and committed for trial 
on a charge of falsifying Weight. The 
arrest was made at the instance of a 
number of other coul. dealers, who 
had reason to believe that the above- 
mentioned firm was conducting its 
business in this nefarious manner, 
and it is very unfair to pu tthe other 
dealers under the same ban. From 
your article, and from the weighmas- 
ter’s letter, one would infer that “only 
one load in fifty is weighed” at all. 
This is quite incorrect, and in this 
connection we say that with regard 
to our own deliveries, all our loads 
are weighed on Humberstone’s scales, 
which are periodically inspected by 
the government scale inspector and 
duly certified fo in the same way that 
the city scales are, As far as we 
know, the other dealers weigh and 
have weighed their loads in a similar 
proper manner, and the reason that a 
certain member of a local firm is now 
under committal for trial for fraud, 
is not that he did not weigh his loads 
correctly, but that he is charged with
